It is alleged that of 700,000 shares of 
the common stock of the Emerson com- 
pany, par value $10, 100,000 shares went 
into the treasury of the company, 33,000 
went to the promoters, and 270,000 were

The company advertised that begin- 
ning in 1917 it would manufacture cars 
at the rate of 30,000 a year, to be sold 
at $395, at a profit of $69 each.

Clash of Federal and 
State Powers Over

Efforts of railroads in Illinois to ad- 
vagite their passenger rates from 2 cents 
to 2.4 cents a mile, despite a state law 
fixing them at 2 cents, have revealed 
a clash between st@te and federal pow- 
ers, which lawy 
‘‘ governmental scandal.’ 

“The episode is more than a reitmeed 
affair,” said Wallace T. Hughes, assist- 
ant general attorney for the Rock 
Island system. 
In 1915 the inter- 
state commerce commission approved 


as reasonable a rate of 2.4 cents a mile’ 


for interstate travel. The United States 
Supreme court sustained the preroga- 
tive of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

Alioged Discrimination. 

“Citizens of St. Louis and Keokuk 
complained that they were charged 2.4 
cents into Illinois while their business 
competitors traveled for 2 cents. ‘They 
alleged unjust discrimination. 

“ The. earriers published fares within 
Iilinois® in territory they believed cov- 
tred by the interstate order on a basis 
of 2.4 cents. Judge Landis, having de- 
clined to give the carriers an injunc- 
tion to prevent the Illtmois authorities 
from prosecuting them for charging 2.4 
cents, the carriers appealed. 

“But St. Louis and Keokuk applied 
to the interstate commerce commission 
to enforce its order. That body went 
into the federal court in St. Louis and 
obtained a decree requiring the carriers 
to comply with the order by May 7”

They also disregard 
the order of the interstate commerce 
commission carrying a penalty ee $5,000 
‘a day for each carrier. 
'- “The whole thing is lamentable and 
is making our system of government a 
travesty. The trouble grows out of a 
governmental hiatus which demands im- 
mediate reform.”

HE consumption rate. is going 
down. In some cities where con- 
sumption work was begun more 
than fifteen years ago there are 
Suggestions that consumption is no more 
than half as prevalent. The general run 
of people live in places where the re- 
duction ranges from 10 to 25 per cent. 

Though we have known that con- 
sumption was curable for a long time 
it is still true that a large proportion 
of the people who should be able to cure 
the disease in themselves do not get, on 
the job until the disease, so far as they 
are concerned, is incurable.

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LTHOUGH efforts are being 
made in every direction to show 
that Germany and Austria are 
far better off in an economic 
sense than is generally believed abroad 
to be the case, yet convincing evidence 
of the true conditions there has been 
furnished by the Hamburg national leg- 
islature, which is composed of the sen- 
ate and the house of burgesses. For 
Mamburg, it must be remembered, 1s 
a sovereign state and figures as such 
in the confederation known as the Ger- 
man empire. —

Now, the president and both houses 
of the legislature held a meeting the 
other day in order to concert measures 
for the reconstruction of the trade, 
shipping, and industry of Hamburg after 
the war. The proceedings, which have 
been published in a number of the lead- 
ing . German _newspapers, including 
Prince Bismarck’s old organ, the H’am- 
burger Nachrichten, sheds an extraor- 
dinary light upon the complete decay 
of Hamburg through the war. 

The president in opening the session 
declared that Hamburg had suffered 
more from the war than any other Ger- 
man state or city. He went on to say: 
‘Even the hardly trie eastern prov- 
inces of Prussia are, as regards their 
losses, in an advantageous position as 
compared with Hamburg. Houses which 
have been destroyed or burned out can 
be rebuilt; losses of cattle can be made 
good, and the fields can be sown again, 
if the necessary money is there. But 
what has been destroyed in Hamburg 
cannot Me restored with money. Ham- 
burge’s prosperity depends upon trade 
and shipping. Both have been com- 
pletely déstroyed. 

“ Restoration is iepbedible because all 
the threads have been severed which 
united Hamburg with the whole world. 
The, resumption of these communica-' 
tions will be infinitely dificult, in view 
of the hostility of the whole universe 
and in view .of the pitiless competition 
of our enemies. In the future Germany 
will have to rely upon the inner Euro- 
péan market. Hitherto Hamburg has 
had only a comparatively ousalt share 
in this. 

"The main feature of our new polNcy 
must be to restore Hamburg by making 
it an important industrial center so that 
it can make a living out of the home 
market instead of out of the foreign 
market. For this we shall need new 
territory, above all industrial territory, 
along the broad stream of our River 
Elbe. We shall need the surrender of 
certain Prussian territory and also a 
number of concessions for railroads, for 
waterways, and for other similar ob- 
jects. How will the German empire, 
and above all, how will the kingdom of 
Prussia be disposed towards our hopes, 
me aspirations, and our demands?”

It dates from the reign of James/I., and 
while one Goring—namely: Sir Williiaam— 
was gentleman of the privy chamber to 
Edward VI., another, John Goring of 
Lancing, flourished in the reign of Henry 
III. as lord of the manor of Goring, in 
Sussex. 

It is even possible that the bride of Sir 
Foster Goring may awake one day to. 
find herself a peeress of the realm, for 
the Gorings at one time owned the 
earldom of Norwich and the barony of 
Goring, created by James I., and there! 
has always been a question as to 
whether these peerages are really ex- 
tinct or whether they belong to Sir Fos- 
ter as the present chief of the house of 
Goring. 

Large sums of money are needed to 
prove rights to peecrages, especially 
when the latter happen to be of ancient 
creation. Indeed, were it not for this 
question of enormous expense, the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of 
lords, to whieh the crown refers these 
petitions of right for ‘investigation, 
would be overwhelmed with the moun- 
tain of work that would be imposed upon 
them. 

Neither the late baronet nor his ims 


to spare for the purpose of asserting 
their rights to the two peerages. In- 
deed, the late baronet was so poor that 
when he succeeded to his cousin's bar- 
onetcy in 1897 he was earning his liy- 
ing by keeping a small tobacconist's 
shop in Silver street, Tamworth, and 
was actually weighing out snuff when 
he received the news that he had in- 
herited the family title. 

This means of livelihood served to re- 
call the fact that George Goring, head 
of a younger branch of the house, re- 
celved from James I. the tobacco mo- 
nopoly of the united kingdoms, by 
means of which he amassed an enor- 
mous fortune that was mostly expended’ 
in the cause of Charles I. during the 
civil war. George Goring received this 
tobacco monopoly, as well as the barony

I. and by his ingenuity and readiness to 
provide that eters with amusement. 


George Goring, indeed, seems to have 
_ been the master fool and organizer of 
all the fooleries at the court of King 
James. Thus on the occasion of one 
celebration of the king’s birthday it 
was decided that each of the courtiers 
was to contribute a feature to the ban- 
quet, something substantial, curious, 
and at the same time extravagant. 
George Goring’s Invention carried away 
the prize. It consisted of four brawny 
pigs, piping hot, bitted and harnessed 
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claims that my father signed at the 
time of the application papers containing 
the clause: ‘‘I am not now addicted to 
the use of liquor or drugs, and should I 
become so my heirs shall have no claim 
against the company,’’. or words to that 
effect.

Sept. 25 the British penetrated the 
German line to a depth of 4,000 yards 
and captured several miles of trench 
with numerous prisoners and guns; the 
French penetrated to a depth of two and 
one-half miles along a fifteen and one- 
half mile front, capturing thirty-three 
guns and 25,000 prisoners. 

Neither of these attacks was oontinued 
long enough and shoved far enough to 
compel a German retirement at other 
parts of the line than in the localities 
in which they took place.
